Passing through ’ he garden and court 
way up the bread marble staircase 
and across the vast reception hall, 
those who had come to the Palace 
found themselves in a room of state, 
draperies of which were black with 
silver fringe. 
The room was Insight with glare of 
electric globes and the soft glow of I 
hundreds of cannes.

caske . in which the King lay, was 
n'Jt - half draped with the colors of the 
‘old grenadier regiment and surmount­ 
ed by his daughters’ floral wreaths.
